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You don’t need an expensive camera for a picture like this. 


the prize-winning photographs that 
have been made with ordinary cam- 
eras, box cameras not excepted, You 
must concede that favorable light 
conditions are~required .for your 
picture-taking, but remember: that 
favorable light conditions are not 


‘uncommon phenomena. And dull, 


cloudy days, the diminished light of 
early morning and later-afternoon 
and deep shade are not, in these days 
of fast film, by any means unfavor- 
able light conditions: for an f.6.2 
lens. 

Beautiful photographs are taken 
with no lens at all—with a pin-hole 
camera. Again the owner of a camera 
with an f£.2 lens more frequently 
uses apertures equivalent to those 
in. ordinary cameras because, for 
most of his picture-taking, he does 
not need the f.2 aperture. As with a 
high-powered automobile, he has the 
speed when needed. 

Remember that very poor pictures 
can be taken with costly cameras 
and very fine picturés with inexpen- 
sive cameras.

REVISIONS IN 
RELIEF GRANTS 


FOR COMING YEAR 


Ottawa, — Relief \preditean, -aid to 
the provinces for the final quarter of 
the fiscal year ending March 31. will 
remain unchangel,, Hon. . Norman 
Rogers, minister of labor, announced. 

“To avoid future misunderstand- 
ings, however,” the minister dec!ared, 
“it will be the policy of the Dominion 
government to make progressive re- 
ductions in the grants-in-aid to the 
provinces during the coming year.” 


As in the past, revisions would be - 


made after each quarterly review of 
employment conditions . throughout 
the Dominion, he said, with “the 
grants being adjusted according to 
the varying degrees of business im- 
provement in the several provinces. 

This is the third quarter in suc- 
cession in which the grants have con- 
tinued unchanged. A 75 per cent. in- 
crease was granted for the winter 
moriths. In April this was reduced 
15 per cent., with another 10 per cent. 
reduction on July 1. ‘Since then 
there has been no change, the Do- 
minion’s payments to the provinces 
totalling $2,345,653 monthly. 

Mr. Rogers pointed out.the Do- 
minion government did not interfere 
directly with the: financial arrange- 
ments made by the provincial gov- 
ernments with the municipalities. 

“It is important, however, to make 
it clear at this time that the grants 
to the provinces will only be con- 
tinued on their- present basis for the 
months of January, February and 
March,” he emphasized. 

“With the clear indication of an 
expanding business recovery during 
the coming year, there is reason to

Poultry Fancier Dead 


Dr. John E. Wilkinson Of Edmonton. 


Developed New Variety Of 
Chicken 

Edmonton. — Internationally re- 
nmowned as a poultry fancier, Dr. 
John E. Wilkinson, 65, died suddenly 
at his home here. Born in Brampton, 
Ont., he graduated in dentistry from 
the University of Toronto. He prac- 
ticed in.Edmonton for 23 years. 

Dr. Wilkinson developed a new 
‘variety of chicken called ‘‘Chanticler 
Albertan,” and was listed in the 
American Poultry Association's of- 
ficial American Standard of Perfec- 
tion as originator of the new type. 

Recently the German government 
sent the Edmonton dentist a plaque 
in recognition of his exhibit of Chan- 


ticler Albertans at the famed Leip- 


zig poultry slow last July.
